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Chicago is making rapid strides toward the 
two and a half million mark in population. 
The Chicago directory for 1907, which will be 
published today, gives figures estimating the 
population of Chicago at 2,367,000. 

This estimate is based ultimately on the 
United States census of 1900, which gave 
Chicago a population of 1,608,575. The same 
rate of directory names to total population 
that was established at that time is used this 
year. 

In 1906 the directory figures on population 
were 2,300,500, which, compared with the esti- 
mated population for 1907, shows that Chi- 
cago gained 66,500 in the last year. Thisrate 
of increage is declared to be a normal, healthy 
growth. 

The total number of names in the alpha- 
detical list is 787,400, an increase over last 
year’s Chicago directory of 21,800 names. 


Johnsons Still in the Lead. 

As has been the case for several years, the 
Johnson family leads with 6,549 names, not in- 
cluding the Johnston clan, of which there 
are 454. The Smith tribe follows second with 
4,877, and Schmidt, 1,278. Anderson is third 
with 4,441, and Andersen, 876. 

Then comes the Nelson family, with 2,821 
in line, followed by 2.000 Browns and 90 
Brownes. There are 1,769 Joneses, 1,664 Mur- 
phys, 1,676 Olson, and 1,274 Sulkvans.

daylight head on collision between two pas- 
senger trains on the Sixteenth street incline 
of the old St. Charles Air line just east of 
Michigan boulevard at 6:30 o’clock last even- 
ing. The comparatively low speed at which 
the trains were running was the only thing 
that averted a list of dead and injured, 

As it was, the passengers—200 or so of them 
—received a shakeup they will not forget for 
days. When the engines plowed into each 
other and the shock and grinding sound of 
the collision reached the parlor and day 
coaches there was apanic. Men and women, 
screaming and clinging frantically to seats, 
were torn away and thrown half way across 
the car. Many were bruised and battered. 


Half Hour Before Sunset. 


The trains that collided were No. 43, out- 
going, on the Illinois Central lines, an Addi- 
son suburban train, and No. 106, a through 
Wisconsin Central train coming in from Eau 
Claire. The Illinois Central train was going 
west. The Wisconsin special had just 
crossed Michigan boulevard It was half an 
hour before sunset on the most brilliantly 
clear day of thesummer: Why there should 
have been a collision was inexplicable to the 
passengers. 

The trains. were both running ata rate of 
twelve or thirteen miles an hour. The passen- 
gers on the incoming Wisconsin Central were 
gathering up their parcels and wraps pre- 
paratory to leave. The switchmen in the 
towers threw the two trains on the same 
track. They met, and the dafly story of a 
railroad disaster came near being repeated. 

The crash soon attracted hundreds. Hardly 
nad the trains come to a full stop when 
screaming women clambered or fell out of the 
coaches on the elevated tracks. The railroad 
officials complained afterward that the pas- 
sengers did not give them time to clear things 
up and proceed the rest of the way, but in- 
siste@ on getting out and walking. The 
passengers said they had hadenough. Some 
were limping, and some had hands and faces 
cut and bruised. 

Engines Are “Interlocked.” 

The locomotives of the two passenger trains 
were interlocked and all traffic over the lines, 
which are used jointly by the Illinois Central 
and the Wisconsin Central roads, was 
stopped for half an hour while the wreck- 
ing crew and the cranes labored with the dis- 
abled engines. 

Investigation after the collision revealed 
that the air brakes were not set. 

The railroad officials were loath to place 
the blame for the wreck. The men on the 
_scene said they did not know anything about 
it., Two trains on the same track in broad 
daylight in the heart of was 
all they knew. It did not amount to any- 
thing. No one was killed.

PERIL AND A PANIC IN CARS. 


Wisconsin Central and Illinois Central 
Trains in a Crash. 


Des Moines, Ta., Aug. 7.—Scores of Des 
Moines men learned today how close they 
have been to death in the last few weeks, 
when the insanity commission found thet

PERSIANS MASSACRED BY TURKS 


Invading Force of Troopers Devastates 
and Burns Villages—Panic Pre- 
vails at Urumiah. 


TEHERAN, Persia, Aug. 7.—The latest ad- 
vices from the frontier say that the Turkish 
trcops which recently crossed the northwest 
frontier of Persia are marching on Urumiah, 
burning and devastating villages along their 
route. The Christian village of Mevan is re- 
ported to have been shelled, and ninety per- 
sons, including many women and children, 
killed. Ten girls were carried off. Panic pre- 
valls at Urumiah. 

The minister of justice, Prince Firma, has 
been appointed governor of the province of 
Azer an, the scene of the trouble, and 
has ordered to take up his duties imme- 
diately. 

The government is consulting with the 
foreign representatives regarding the Turk- 
ish invasion.

PETERSBURG, Aug. 7.—Persia has 
asked the assistance of the Russian foreign 
office to secure a settlement of her frontier 
dispute with Turkey. The original delimita- 
tion of the Turko-Persian frontfer was made 
by Russian and English surveyors in the 008.

A. C. Abbott, chief of the bureau of health, 
announced today that he beileyed that the 
appetite for candy and alcohol are funda- 
mentally the same, that by the development 
of a candy taste people could be fortified 
against a craving for rum, and that, in pur- 
guance of his theory, he had been feeding 
his three children each day on a regular 
allowance of sweets. 

Dr. Chalmers de Costa of Jefferson college 
supported Dr. Abbott's theory, and said he 
had found that blond persone usually had 
a candy craving, while brunets long for 
alcohol. This was because the latter were 
more vital. 

It also has been discovered that within 
recent years women eat less candy and 
consume more alcohol. The reverse is true 
of men. 

Candy Same as Alcohol. 

Dr. Abbott, in explaining his theory, said: 
It is a suspicion of mine, and, mark you, 
I use the word ‘suspicion ’ because it is only 
my personal theory, not indorsed by any 
medical authority that I know, that the appe- 
tite for alcohol and the appetite for candy 
are fundamentally the same, the choice of 
one or the other indulgence being determined 
by the temperamental qualities of the indi- 
vidual. 

‘* Both sugar and alcohol are carbohydrates 
with the same organic molecules, differing 
only in arrangement, and I believe both ad- 
minister to the same organic craving. 

I have made a careful study of heat pro- 
ducing carbohydrates and the fact that Amer- 
ican men are rapidly developing a taste for 
sweets I hold to be highly encouraging. It 
means that candy is taking the place of a 
dangerous appetite. Statistics show that 
within the three years just passed the con- 
sumption of chocolate dn America has in- 
creased more than 500 per cent, which is con- 
clusive evidence to support my theory. 


Soda Water Helps Some. 


Also the soda water business has in- 
creased phenomenally and the confectionery 
shops are more numerous and of greater pre- 
tensiona than was dreamed of even five years 
ago. On the other hand, in proportion the 
sale of alcohol shows a slight decrease. 

Women, however, are feeling more than 
before the organic craving for alcohol instead 
of candy. This, I believe, is due to their 
greater liberty and to reaction from old con- 
ditions, | 

“The demand for candy or alcohol on the 
part of such a restless, nervous people as the 
Americans is easily explainable. A person of 
nervous temperament necessarily spends a 
great amount of animal force, which is more 
readily supplied by such a readily oxidized 
carbohydrate as sugar.“ 

Dr. Abbott’s “‘ confession of faith” was 
called out by an artigle in one of the fore- 
most English periodicals, in which a recent 
visitors to the United States spoke of the 
Americans as a nation of candy eaters.

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SUICIDE ENDS TRAGIC LIFE. 


George Wallace Delamater Dies 
to Escape Burden of Sorrows. 


ONCE A POLITICAL POWER. 


Tragedy in Pittsburg Recalls His Fight 
for Governorship. 


Pittsburg, Pa. Aug. 7.—[Special.]—Be- 
cause the burden of his sorrows and disap- 
pointments had grown too great to bear, 
George Wallace Delamater, once a poltical 
and financial power in Pennsylvania, ended 
his life today in his office in the Diamond 
National Bank building. 

Occupants of neighboring offices found his 
body with a bullet wound in the head a few 
minutes after he had been seen to return 
from lunch. Near the body was found @ 
letter addressed to his son-in-law, 8. P. Aus- 
tin, leaving instructions concerning business 
affairs and closing with the sentence: The 
burden is too great for me to bear.” 


Ends Life Marked by Sorrows. 

Delamater's act closed a life marked by 
great ambitions and great disappointments 
and latterly by great personal sorrows. The 
death of his father, George B. Delamater, 
at Meadville, Pa., on May 6 and the sudden 
death of his only son, James Scott Delamater, 
in June at Connellsville, Pa., came as the 
crowning affiictions of his life and from the 
date of the last blow Delamater had given 
way so completely to grief that his friends 
for some time have feared he would seek re- 
lease in death. 

Delamater inherited his interest and ambi- 
tions in politics. His father had represented 
the Crawford-Erie district in the Pennsyl- 
vania state senate for years. After a brief 
experience as a lawyer Delamater became 
a banker and was in this business when he 
became mayor of Meadville in 1876. In 1880 
he was a republican presidential elector for 
Pennsylvania and in 1886 he was elected to 
the state senate. He forged rapidly to the 
front in the party councils. 


His Big Fight for Governorship. 

After his service as a state senator he be- 
came, in 1890, the republican nominee for 
governor, through the support of United 
States Senator Matthew Stanley Quay. 

The democratic candidate was Robert E. 
Pattison, and the campaign was one of the 
most bitterly fought in Pennsylvania for 
many years. Pattison won after a desperate 
battle, but only because Alleghery county 
turned against Delamater.

Reviewers Assess Northwestern’s 
Wilmette Holding. f 


DISPUTE ALREADY IN COURT. 


City’s Pumping Station Site Found to 
Be Assessed Illegally. 


Northwestern university jousted with the 

board of review yesterday over the taxing 
of the Wilson property at Wilmette, owned 
by the university. 1 
For the time being, at least, the board 
of review ceme off winner. It decided that 
the property is assessable, and placed the 
valuation at approximately $385,000. 
The attorneys for university maintain 
that the property is exempt from taxation, 
because it is cwned by an educational insti- 
tution and is looked upon as a source of in- 
come. The board of review holds that the 
property is not used for educational purposes, 
and thereforc should be taxed. The case has 
b-en in court a year, anc the board intends 
to plug any present loopholes by taking a 
chance at taxing the propertyanyway. Last 
year it was not taxed. It was jocularly re- 
marked at the board rooms that none of the 
reviewers are graduates of Northwestern. 

Chicago University Gets Reduction. 
The University of Chicago, which owns 
20.91 acres of land in Berwyn, through its 
agent, Wallace Heckman, succeeded in ca- 
joling the board into reducing the valuation 
to an even $500 an acre. The reduction 
amounted to $7,460. 
The North Shore Health Resort of Win- 
nétka succeeded in having $5,000 scaled from 
the assessors’ Valuation of $45,000 for its 
real estate. 

The City of Chicago put in a kick about 
being taxed for the property occupied by its 
pumping station in the Calumet district. 
The reviewers granted exemption. 
Probably the largest proportionate cut in 
real estate valuations that the board has 
made this year was in the case of 1,200 lots 
at Chicago Heights owned by M. Patterson. 
The board cut the assessor's valuation of 
$20.a lot to $10 a lot.

Drainage Board Protests.

A series of interesting experiments have 


been inaugurated by the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, which will be conducted for several 
weeks to determine the advantage or disad- 
vantage of steel coal cars over the wooden 


} cars. For several years the Alton has been 


replacing its wooden coal cars with steel cars 
of greater capacity, and lately the engineers 
have been complaining that the steel care are 
much more difficult to handle in a train than 
the wooden cars, the relative weight of the 
trains being the same. 

As the trucks of the steel and wooden cars 
are identical, the officials are skeptical as to 
difference in the pull, but repeated com- 
plaints of the engineers have resulted in the 
ordering of a test with a dynamometer car 
as the only certain method for discovering 
the difference. The teste will be made with 
a train of 3,000 tons of coal, the weight to be 
the same in each test. 

It is claimed by the engineers the greater 
elasticity of the wooden cars makes the 
strain in the pull less than the more rigid 
steel cars. This, they say, is particularly 
noticeable on curves.

John D. Rockefeller, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and E. H. Harriman may not know it, but 
they are helping the cause of socialism along 
at a far more rapid pace than the long hairea 
low brow who stands on a street corner or 
arises in a public meeting and proclaims the 
doctrines of Karl Marx as the only solution 
of the world’s troubles. 
+ Prof. Charles Zueblin, the University of 
Chicago sociologist, declares these three m 
are aiding the cause.“ He classifies them 
as perhaps the greatest friends the social-’ 
ists have in America today,” and says they 
“are driving people into socialism.” On the 
other hand, he points out that the “ propa- 
ganda shouter is hindering socialism. 
His declarations were made in Kent theater 
at the university yesterday in the second of 
his series of lectures on The Unity of 
Faith.” The subject of his talk was The. 
Constraint of Orthodoxy.” 


Held by Orthodox Methods. 


Leading up to his classification of Rocke- 
feller, Mo , and Harriman as friends of 
socialism, Prof. Zueblin said: 

“The people who most clearly see the 
tendency of the great corporations to cen- 
tralize power and wealth—that is to gay, the 
socialists—have their faith built upon ortho- 
dox foundations, It is curious that socialist 
economics are traced back to orthodox econ- 
omists in England and Germany. 

The devotion to Karl Marx is a kind of 
devotion similar to that of other people to 
Moses, Jesus, or Paul, Hamilton or Jeffer- 
son. On the part of many it is thought out 
clearly, but I am incHned to join in what 
Mr. J. G. Brooks is reported to have said, 
that no group of people is thinking so hard 
as the sooilalists, but their thought is limited 
by the fact that they started from orthodox 
standpoints, and it is therefore hard for 
them to become heterodox. 


Driving People Into Socialism. 


Perhaps the greatest friends the social- 
ists have in America today are Rockefeller, 
Morgan, and Harriman, who are driving 
people into socialism. They are men who 
are organizing great international industries 
so that eventually it will be a comparatively 
easy task for the state to take them over.“ 
Applause from his 1,000 hearers, who were 
crowded into the hall, greeted this utter- 
ance, and before the ripple of applause had 
died down he went on: 
. The enemy of socialism is the enthy- 
siastic zealot who has a few pass words 
and springs them on us at every possible 
opportunity. The man who conceives his 
mission to be to get up whenever opportunity 
offers and say that socialism is the only thing 
that is going to save society is the man whose 
faith is restricted, and who is retarding 
evolutionary socialism."’ 


Constitution a One Man Affair. 


Prof. Zueblin declared, also, the American 
constitution is a one man affair built on 
the theory that “ you push the button and 
the constitution does the rest.“ 

Our constitution is as sacred to us as the 
aposties’ creed,“ he said. “The framers 
did not believe the people could govern them- 
selves, and so they made a system of checks 
and balances, and ever since that time the 
people have not governed themselves. We 
now have the senate checking the house and 
the president checking both and the Supreme 
court checking all three. We have all kinds 
of checks by which we hope to get an auto- 
cratic political system, 

“We have gradually grown to the belief 
that the one man power would secure results 
for us. The one man power is carrying out 
that system of checks. It is the device of 
lazy citizens who do not want to do any- 
thing for themselves. Though we have 
elected representatives here we should make 
them hereditary to be consistent.”

If the sec- 
tions regarding civil service are not satis- 
factory, that is not a reason for defeating the 
charter. Full power is granted in the charter 
itself for the city cowncll to pass ah ordinance 
creating an entirely new system of civil serv- 
ice, which, when adopted by the people, ab- 
solutely abrogates the provisions passed by 
the legislature. 

It the code provided in regard to local im- 
provements is not feasible, or becomes de- 
fective, or for any reason should be changed 

u may establish your own code on local im- 
prevements. You may do this with primary 
elections and with every subject in the char- 
ter except the three I have mentioned. 


Only Three Points to Criticise. 

No one has any right to criticise the pro- 
visions of this charter except in these three 
particulars. A vote against the charter is in 
effect a declaration that ‘I do not believe it 
is safe, wise, or proper that the Chicago 
parks should be consolidated or controfied 
by our own people, but we belteve they still 
should be controlled from Springfield.’ 

“The person who votes against the charter 
says that the people of Chicago are not capa- 
ble of governing themselves, but that the 
rights and privileges of self-government 
should be hedged about by the powers at 
Springfield. This is the issue in the Chicago 
charter. Shall Chicago have local self-gov- 
ernment?’’ 

The Hamilton club has invited Gov. Deneen 
to talk on the charter at a meeting within the 
next two weeks. 


COURT UPHOLDS CONTRACT, 
BUT DECLARES IT UNFAIR. 


Employment Agency Wins Suit to Com- 
pel Payment of Fee for Securing Po- 
sition—Appeal from Decision. 


The usual form of contracts issued by em- 
ployment agencies received a severe scoring 
yesterday afternoon from Municipal Judge 
Houston at the same time that the court de- 
clared in favor of the agency in the case of the 
Elliott-Morrison Employment agency vs. C. 
E. Gifford. 

In my mind this isan unjust contract, and 
my sympathies are with the defendant,”’ said 
Judge Houston. If I saw any way I should 
decide in favor of the defendant, but I can- 
not get away from the testimony of the 
plaintiffs and the contract. The court is com- 
pelled to issue a judgment against the de- 
fendant in the sum of $29.50.”’ 

The case grew out of the attempts of the 
employment agency to collect the amount 
named as a fee for securing a position for 
Gifford with Sears, Roebuck & Co. The 
agency secured Gifford a position as book- 
keeper at $20 a week, and according to the 
terms of the contract were to receive 5 per 
cent of the yearly salary as a fee. 

Gifford testified there had been a supple- 
mentary verbal agreement that the contract 
would be inoperative in the event that his 
services were unsatisfactory, or the work did 
not suit him. Gifford worked from Jan. 8 to 
March 28, and paid the agency $22.50 in add - 
tion to the $2 registration fee. The agency 
brought suit to enforce payment of the re- 
mairider of the contract, which was $52. 
Members of the agency declared Gifford filled 
the position satisfactorily, and quit of his own 
volition. | 

After the decision was announced a motion 
for an appeal was granted. Gifford declared 
he would fight the case through all the courts.

Trust Company Fares Better. 
Not much variance between the plan of re- 
construction prepared by Attorneys George 
W. Wickersham and L. C. Krauthoff and the 
one to be returfied by the arbitrators this 
morning is expected. The best information 
is that the Guaranty Trust company of New 
York, which has financed the Union Traction 
company ever since the receivérship and is 
the holder of receiver's certificates to the 
amount of $4,500,000, will receive something 
that looks more like cash than what was 
awarded it in the Wickersham-Krauthof 
scheme. 

The plea made by Attorney Julian T. Da- 
vies for this trust company was that it was 
the life saver of the Union Traction company 
when it most needed help, and, furthermore, 
that as a matter of law, being holders of 
practically all of the receiver's certificates. 
it could step the plan of reorganization if 
it wanted to. It was a mixed argument of 
law and equity and had itseffect on the arbi- 
trators. Mr. Davies wanted cash for the 
trust company’s entire claim, but how this 
is to be had is a question. There is not cash 
enough in sight. 7 


Court Has “Big Stick” Ready. 


The tip given out during the day was that 
the decree of the court might depend con- 
siderably on the reception given to the arbi- 
trators’ plan of reorganization by the vari- 
ous holders of bonds of Union Traction prop- 
erties. If they were willing to agree to it the 
decree would be a perfunctory affair, simply 
abolishing the receivership and turning over 
the properties to the Chicago Rallways com- 
pany. 

If, however, the bondholders or any large 
minority of them insist on standing on their 
legal rights then the court will be forced to 
use the big stick that was uncovered 
last week, use its power as custodian of the 
traction properties to order a lease of the 
properties to the Chicago Railways com- 
pany so it can accept the city ordinance, and 
if any bondholders object sell the lines under 
foreclosure and let these objecting bond- 
holders realize what they can on that kind of 
sale.

ALABAMA SPURNS RATE PACT 


Gov, Comer Receives’ Offer of 
Compromise from Railways. 


WAR ON ROADS MAY GROW. 


Mileage Law to Be Rigidly Enforced; 
Many Indictments Due. 


Montgomery, Ala., Aug. 7.—- [Special. Col. 
E. T. Russell, vice president of the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad, and J. S. B. Thompson, 
assistant to President Finley of the South- 
ern road, after telegraphic communication 
with the board of directors of the Southern 
in New York, submitted to Gov. Comer to- 
night a proposition providing the state would 
not push its case revoking the license of 
that road in Alabama. The road will imme- 
diately put into effect the 2% cent passenger 
rate and withdraw all suits from the federal 
court. It is understood that the governor 
refused to consider the proposition.

Fear Paternalistic System May Under- 
mine Home Influence. 


There were more well over in Ewing 
street yesterday afternoon than the neigh- 
bore had ever seen, as far back as any one 
could remember. Around the corner, in Hal- 
sted street. where Hull house stands, ‘car- 
riages and wonderfully dressed women are 
matters of no particular note, but Hull house, 
of course, is different, and the Ewing street 
crowd has never allowed itself to have any 
ambitions in the way of being considered 
really tony. 

Therefore when three enormous automo- 
billes chugged around the corner early in the 
afternoon and were followed by some hun- 
dreds of gay summer gowns and dignified 
Prince Alberts, a considerable section of the 
Ghetto and most of the Greek settlement 
along Halsted street swarmed in to invest! 
gate. Evidently something was doing. 

It was all about the new “ kids’ court 
“the only juv’nile court Buildin" in the 
world,“ as any well informed Ewing streeter 
will. tell you. The building, which started 
its routine in full swing on Tuesday, took a 
day off to be dedicated. All the afternoon its 
three floors were filled with hundreds of vis- 
tors, who were “received ’’ by a committee 
with big badges, and who explored wonder- 
ingly every nook and cranny of the unique 
structure. 


Strikes a Note of Warning. 


This morning it will become just a kids’ 
court again. 

After they had inspected the bullding most 
of the visitors went over to Hull house, 
where the formal dedicatory exercises were 
held, the new building containing no large 
assembly hall. Here, although Ewing street 
didn’t know it, something more was doing, 
for, although the occasion was one at which 
every one was expected to say something 
nice, more than one of the speakers sur- 
prised his hearers by declaring that the court 
as it is now maintained is not all that it 
should be. 

The gravest note was struck by Judge Orrin 
N. Carter of the Illinois Supreme court. 
Judge Carter’s address was brief, as were 
those of all the speakers—each was limited 
to five minutes—but it was long enough to 
allow the judge to sound a warning against 
an excessive paternalistic tendency, which 
he said the juvenile system is in danger of 
showing. 


Home the Greatest Safeguard. 


There is a general feeling throughout the 
state,“ he said, that we are building up here 
in Chicago, in our Juvenile court, a great 
paternalistic system of government which is 
destroying the influence of the home. If this 
be true, it behooves us to guard against any 
such tendency. 

“If we want to go out and take charge of 
children simply because they haven't ideal 
home condition&’, we can fill these schools 
faster than we can build them. But we must 
not expect the Juvenile court in itself to save 
society. After all, character isthe thing that 
wins. And has any place for character build- 
ing been found that ls equal to the home? The 
home may not have ideal conditions, but, even 
so, we must be careful not to take the child 
away unless there ie absolute necessity. 

“A word to you, Ald. Beilfuss. A public 
playground would do more good over here 
than 100 parental schools. Let’s keep the 
child in the institution as short a time as 
possible. Pass him on to home surroundings. 
What we need today is not more men—more 
man; not more women—more woman.” 


Object to Parlor Hearings. 

Timothy D. Hurley, former justice of the 
peace, was a bit more explicit in his criticiem, 

„% have great doubts,” he said, of the 
constitutionality of the private hearings 
which have been arranged for in the new 
Juvenile court building. And I doubt much 
the advisability of hearing cases around a 
table. It seems to me that the more impres- 
sive the proceeding is made, the better effect 
it will have upon the child. 

„I am not alone in this opinion. Many of 
the juvenile judges throughout the country 
believe that the court should be opened with 
all the necessary formality and that the child 
should be impressed with the idea that it is 
the state that has taken his case in charge. 
However, time will demonstrate, I suppose, 
whether or not it is advisable to continue 
this parlor hearing of cases,”

But Sparks was lucky enough to keep the 
hits away from the passes and to prevent 
any spasm by Chance’s men. What would 
have happened but for the visiting outfield, 
which apparently went crazy, will never be 
known. Magee and Titus saved Sparks’ hide 
in the third round when two terrifie drives 
were lined out, Magee cutting off one by 
Kling, and Titus outdoing that immediately 
by backing up against the bleacher fence and 
grabbing Overall's smash just as it appar- 
ently was about to clear the screen for a 
home run.

Altogether it was a day of great fielding 
stunts.

They 
could take dictation and transcribe their 
notes with tolerable accuracy, but were at 
sea when any difficulty out of the ordinary 
presented itself. 

She had a knack of paring down e@ too 
wordy epistle or of doctoring up a faulty one, 
and a misspelled word irritated her sense of 
fitness. Grammatical errors did not appear 
in her finished product and this was not due 
to the dictator. Many a dull letter would 
have gone out but for her intuitive sense of 
knowing when a sentence sounded right.

She touched 
on her.points of excellence to her employer, 
and as he really knew her worth, but, like 
many other employers, thoughtlessly or 
knowingly ignored such veluable assets, her 
salary jumped.

Cooking Asparagus Tips. 

Cook three cups of asparagus — 3 until 
tender; then drain. Cream tvo tab 
each of cream and butter; add one-half te- 
spoon of salt, a dash of paprika, and a cup 
of hot milk. Add the milk slowly, stirring 
all the time. Cook for five minutes. Re- 
move from the range. Add four well beaten 
eggs, a cup of asparagus tips, and a tea- 
spoon of chopped parsiey. Butter well a 
small bow! and line it with the remaining 
asparagus tips. When the tips will not ad- 
here readily to the bowl dip them in the 
sauce. Now pour in the sauce and the as- 
paragus; cover with a piece of oiled paper; 
stand the bowl in hot water and cook in a 
slow oven for fifteen minutes. Turn out of 
the bowl and serve with the following sauce: 
Beat two tablespoons of butter to a cream}; 
beat in the yolks of two eggs, one at a tima, 
and beat with the butter thoroughly. Add 
also a few grains of salt and pepper. Place 
the bow! containing this over hot water and 
add slowly a cup and a half of boiling water. 
As soon as the mixture thickens, remove 
and add a tablespoon of lemon juice.
